To such an extcut hu. the .uccessful vtolatloa 
of the treaty and thx law. enacted lor Its ex*- 
eutloD progre***d. that th* oourt* ol th* Pa- 
cine State* hav* been tor ■ome time paet over- 
whelmed by the •xamlnatlOB ol eaaea ot Obl- 
nese leboran who are oharged with having en- 
tered our porta under traudulant certlflosMol 
Mtum or seek to egtablisb by perlury the enlm 
ol prior residence. Such d*mon*lrslloa ot the 
Inoperativ* and IneffloleDt condition ot tha 
treaty and law ho. produced deep-seated and 
Increasing diMHintent among the people ol tbe 
United State, and espeolaUy with those resi- 
dent on the Paclflc coast This has Induced me 
lo omit no adort to Bod aa edeotual remedy tor 
tbe evils eomplalned ot. aad to answer tbe earn- 
est popular demand lor th* absolute exoluslon 
of (Jblnese laborer* having oblect* and pur- 
poaea unlike our own and wholly dlaoonnocud 
with American citizenship. 

Aided by the presence in Ibis country ol abl* 
and Intelligent diplomatic and consular offlcere 
of the evince guvomment, and tho 1 eprosen- 
talloiu mad* from timo to lime by our Minister 
lb (Thina, under tbe inatruellon. of th* Depart- 
ment ot Slate, th* aolusl condition of public 
.entlment and the •tatua ot aSaIn In the (jnlted 
Btates has been fully known to th* gov*rnm*nl 
ot China. The necasslty for remedy ha* b**n 
fully *ppreolated by that government, aad la 
Augu«i laea, our Minister al Peking reoeired 
hrom the cnilnese Foreign OOce a oommualca- 
tlon announcing that China, ot her own acc4fd, 
proposed to establish a system of strict and ab- 
solute prohibition of hor Uborere. under heavy 
penalties, from mining to the I'nllrd Slates 
and olllirulse to prohibit llir rriiirn lo the 
rnlieil KtuloB of any (.'blncse laborer who hod 
at any time gone bock to (Thtoa, "In order that 
the Ciilncie laborers may graaually b* nduaed 
In number and cause* ot danger aTorted and 
llvas preserved." 

This naw ot tha Chinese government *oeam- 
nleiely In harmony with that ol tba United 
nuiem was by my dlreotlonepoedlly formulated 
In a treaty dnftnd between the two nation*, •as- 
bodying tha propntltlon* *o preoonted by th* 
Chinese Forelcn Ofllee. 

'rbr (ir>ii!irr:vti"n-- iin.l correspondence oa th* 
tri'Drrii! i])ir'i!.iri" it)-it ensued liavn been fully 
cominunioatod hy me 10 the Senate ot the pre.- 
ent •easlon. and may be properly referred to as 
containing a rompletehistory ol the tnui*aotlon 
Ills thus easy to learn how tbe Joint deeirA 
and unequivoml mutual undenianding ol th* 
two governments were brought into artioulaled 
lorm aad treaty, which, after a mutual exhibi- 
tion of plenary powrrs Irora the rosperilvo gov- 
rrnnienis. n-as signed and concluded by the ple- 
nli>oteniliir:rs of the United Slates rvnd Oblna 
at this 1 'HplMl on March It last. Hrlng suhmlt- 
tcd for till- u.lvlcr nnd consent of the Keaale It. 
oonltrmalion on Ihe "th day of May last waa ac- 
rompauled by two ameadmsola which that 
body engrailed upon It. 

On the twelltb day ol the earn* month the 
(Chinese Minister, who waa the plenipotentiary 
ol hi* govomment in the negotiation and th* 
oonolnsion of the treaty. In a note to th* Hecro- 
tary of Stat* gave his Approval ot these amead- 
Bienta, '*as they did uot alter the terms ot the 
treaty," and the amrndmnni. were at once tele- 
graphed to f'hina whIUicr the original treaty 
had prevlouely ticen aent Immediately after Its 
algnatnre on March 111. 

On tbe latli day ot lost month, I approved 
Senate Mil No. 1 114, "To p inhibit the comlngol 
Chinese laboran 10 the United State." This 
bill was Intended to supplement tha treaty, and 
wo* approved in the oonOdent antlelpatloa ol 
an early exohange at ratiflcatlons ot the treaty 
and its amendments and th* proclamation of 
the same, upon which event th* legislation so 
upproved was by its terms to take effeet 

No Infornoitlon nf any dftinitr action upon the 
treaty by the ( 'lilnrse Kovernnirni was rocolved 1 1 
until jl.l ultimo, tho day the bill which I btv* 
Ju*t approved was presented to me, wheaatala- 
gism trom our Minister at Peking to tbe Beore- 
tary ol State announced the refusal of the Obl- 
neee government to exohango ntlflcallon ■ ot 
the treaty, unless further discussion should be 
baa with a view to shorten tbe period stipulated 
In tho treaty tor th* exolualon of (Tblnose labor- 
era, and to change the eondltlons agreed on 
which should entitle any ChineBa laborer who 
might go bock to China to return 10 the United 
SUtes. 

By a note from ihe rhnrffc d'alTiiirs ad in- 
lorlm of (?hlna to the Recretiry of .Sta*e, re- 
ceived on Ihe evening ot the astb ultimo, a third 
amendment Is proposed, whereby Iho cerllfl- 
cate, under which anydepartlng Chinese latioiar 
alleging the possession of property la th* 
United States would be enabled to return to 
this country, should be granted by ttan (Chinese 
oonsul Instead of tho United Htatas enllnclor, 
aa had been provided in the treaty. Thoobvl- 
OUR and neeossarv eiTrrt of this Inst pmpo^iition 
would be proellcally top;aeo tbe oxeoiitloD of 
the treaty beyond the control ot the United 
Slates. 

The Praaldent reoommonds that Congress, 
tqrjotnt resolution, or In soma other man- 
ner, provide that anoh Chlnoae Uborera a* 

have ttctuall.v ombarkeil on their roturn to 
this country before tho paeaui^o of thi* bill 
may be iMrinltted to land.
